Tom Black was a farmer who grew griSm potatoes, 

but it was not alone in his agrioultiu*al occupation 

, \ 

that he won distinction. For years mahy masts used 
to be taken out of this country in the old days. On 
one occasion they were taking a big tree from the 
third and fourth line on No, 5 side road in Chinguaoousy 
in the Pearens* hill locality. The bridge, which at 
that time afforded passage, was hi^er than the 
present fill-in, probably some twenty feet above the 
water level. The huge tree was" on sleighs with two 
teams pulling it; the heavy part, of course, in the 
front and the lighter slimmer part dragging behind. 

The log did not hit the bridge strai^t and tipped 
over the sid^, pulling with it one of the teams and 
almost the other also. Indeed, as the log swept down 
in a great arc, it very nearly hit a bystander, 
who only avoided a terrible accident by skipping nimbly 
^(rer the great trunk. Tom was offered $25.00 to get 
this tree out of the river and it was an ^enormous 
job which occasioned much excitement in the nei^boup- 
hood. The tree had been taken from the Ostrander
